THE TOWN'S HOSPITAL. - 
THIS is a very neat building, contrived ſo as to 
be plain, yet elegant; it conſiſts of toro wings, 
and a large front, thelength1 46 feet, the breadth 
of the center 30 feet, and depth of the wings 
68 feet. In the lower part of the Houſe is a 
large hall, where they meſs, the committee- 
room, adorned with the portraits of thoſe who 
have been conſiderable henefaQors to the hoſ- 
pital, the bake-houſe, brew-houſe, and other 
offices; different ſtair-caſes lead to the diffe- 
rent apartments, which are well laid out.

THE NEW BRIDGE," 


THIS bridge, which ſands at the foot of 3 
maica- ſtreet, is built in an elegant manner; it 
is 32 feet wide, a commodious foot-way being | 
allowed for paſſengers, 5 feet broad on each 
ide, raiſed above the road made for carriages, , 
and paved with free ſtone, while the ſpace left 
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between them is ſufficient to admit three carri- 
ages abreaſt, without danger ; it extends 500 
feet in length, and conſiſts of 7 arches, the 
faces of which are wrought i in ruſtic, and a- 
bove a ſtrong block=cornice. The piers are all 
founded upon piles planked, and terminate 
in a ſharp angle againſt every ſtream. The 
arches ſpring but a little way above low water 
mark, which, though it renders the bridge 
ſtronger than if they ſprung from taller piers, 
adds nothing to its beauty. Between every 
arch there is a ſmall circular one; theſe break 
the force of the water when the river riſes to a 
flood, and add to the ſtrength of the whole.

THE Town" 's HOSPITAL Wit ere 


WAS bull by ſubſcription, and was opened, 
for the reception of the poor, upon the Fin 
of November, 1733. The reaſons that indue- 
ed the community to build this hoſpital were, 
that the poor might be better provided than 
formerly, with wholeſome food, good'cloaths, 
clean lodging, and all other neceſſary accom- | 
modations of life, at a leſs expence than they 
uſed to ſtand the community in for their main- 
tenance. Here they are well lodged, fed, and 
cloathed, the ſick are well attended, and get 
the diet which the phyſicians preſeribe for 
them; the old and infirm get even a reaſona- 
ble choice of diet, as far as is conſiſtent with 
neceſſary frugality; here they are Telieved' 
from the diſtreſſes of poverty, and diſengaged 
from all anxieties about their daily bread, and 
other vexing cares of the world; they ſpend 


the evening of their days in the agreeable vi- 2, 


ciſſitudes of exerciſe, devotion, and reſt; the 
young are inſtructed in the principles and 

precepts of the Chriſtian religion, they are 
taught reading and writing, and, from their 
earlieſt years, are accuſtomed to a life wy vir- 5 
tue, frugality, and induſtry. 12 

The funds, from Which this ho! ita 
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maintained, are the general ſeſſion, the town» 
council, the trades-houſe, and merchants- 

| houſe, the intereſt of money belonging to their 

funds, vrhich are ſums that have been mortifi- 
ed by the charitable, for the uſe of the houſe; 
and, as there is always a deficiency, notwith- 
ſtanding of theſe funds, this is raiſed by an

It is not an eaſy matter to aſcertain the value 
of the goods exported from Glaſgow; it is cer- 
tainly very great. J ſhall only obſerve, that 
about one fourth part of them are of the ma- 
nufacture of Scotland; and that therefore the

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Much has of late been written about, and a 
great deal has been done to improve the qua- 
lity of our wool. Our nobles, out of their a- 
bundant regard for. the intereſt of their coun- 
try, have brought down from England, rams 
of the beſt. breeds, and, like needy jobbers, 
have leaped them for hire. This is no doubt 
a proper method for the improvement. of 
our wool, provided our paſture was equal to a 
large breed of ſheep, which, apprehend, it is, 
not; but it is my humble opinion, that, with- 
out this change in the breed of our ſheep, the 
wool already produced in our country, is ſuf.

Gade of manufactures; every man has, Iam 
convinced, obſerved the accounts of the diſtre- |

few weeks; what then muſt be the condition | 
of a country, aiming at manufactures, far re- 
moved from the capital of Britain, the ſeat of 
faſhion; of which we have ever been the moſt 
ſervile imitators? Manufacturing in Scotland is 
therefore deprived of every advantage reſulting 
from faſhion; for it is not likely that a faſhion, 
with a view to ſerve the manufactures of North- 
Britain, will ever be introduced at court; and we 
ſcem not to be poſſeſſed of a Aten of ſpirit 
to dare to have a faſhion of our own. While 
the induſtrious inhabitants of Glaſgow and 
Paiſley were lately exerting themſelves to im- 
prove, bring to perfection, and extend the ma- | 
nufactures of cambric and lawn, the greater

Let the woman of 


the higheſt quality preſent always preſide in 


theſe aſſemblies; let her appoint ſome gen- 


tleman to take the ſenſe of the company, and 


let their determination be. publiſhed in the E- 


dinburgh news- papers. Let the ladies treat e. 
very gentleman, who does not give obedience 
to the mandates of theſe aſſemblies; as an un-

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ſalnionable creature, and ag ode iitiical to 


the welfare of his country. Let the gentlemen 
look upon every lady, who does' not. appear 


drefſed in the manufactures of her country, 
as an extravagant woman, unfit to attend to 


the concerns of a family. An inſtitution of 


this kind would, in a very ſhort time, have a 
ſurpriſing and ſalutary effect, and would cer · 
tainly tend to the good of our count. 


But the greateſt bar, in North Britain, to 
manufactures, and conſequently to commerce, 


ariſes from our laws; in no country, in Ru- 
rope, is the character of merchant, manufactur- 
er, and trader ſo deſpicable as in Scotland; in 


England, over all the colonies, and, indeed, in | 


almoſt every country in Europe, the oath of 


the merchant and the production of his books 


are held to be ſufficient . evidence of his ac- 


counts, where the particular circumſtances at- 
tending the tranſactions are ſuch that a ſtronger 
cannot be obtained; in North Britain no faith 
is given to either him or his books; he muſt 
prove the delivery of his goods by two wit- 


neſſes, a thing generally impoſſible, from the 
number and nature of mercantile tranſactions; 


it is true, indeed, that if he fails in his proof, 5 ; 
he can get the oath of the buyer; but this is by. 
no means putting the trader upon an equal 6 
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6 footing it is ſuppoſing him a more unprinc 
Do man than the perſon he deals with. 
I I would not be underſtood to ſu ppoſe, that 
any perſon. would perjure himſelf willingly to 
avoid the payment of any debt; all that I de- 
fire to eſtabliſh is, that the property of the ſel- 
ler is not ſo ſecure, nor his method of compel- 
ling pay ment ſo ſpeedy, as they werke to be wy 
the laws of a commercial country. : 
Another practice in our law, e in 
the higheſt degree to the trade of this country 
is the following; ſhould a trader purſue for any 
current account whatever, he is only allowed 
intereſt from twelve months after the date of 
the laſt article in his account; wherever trade 
is extenſive the profits upon goods are ſo ſmall, 
that even full intereſt for every tranſaction is 
by no means a ſufficient compenſation for lying 
out of money to a man engaged in trade; it is 
by very ſmall profits, and quick returns, that 
he is ever to make any thing. But this is not 
all, by ſuppoſing intereſt not due till twelve 
months after the date of the laſt article in the 
account, the law tacitly. ſays (and the people 
have conſtrued it to be ſo) that every man is in- 
titled to twelve months credit of whatever 
goods he buys; a practice deſtruQive to both Y 
manufactures and commerce, Without ſome

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other mode chan the above is adopted, it is in 

| Fain for us ever to think of being either a com- 

mercial of a manufacturing people. Could the 
generality delay purchaſing every article until 

ſuch time as they were poſſeſſed of ready mo- 

ney, what a Happy affair for this country; but 

as this is not the caſe, let the trader, who Is the 

vehicle of conveyance from the manufacturer 

to the conſumer, lay it down as an inviolable 

rule, to get all his accounts ſettled by bill orice | 

in every three months; let him in the taking 
of theſe bills conſult the conveniency of bis 
cuſtomer reſpecting the date when payable, 

and let him give theſe bills, in payment to the 
manufacturer, fot his goods; the banks would 
readily diſcount them; à ſmall capital would . 
only be neceſſary to ſtrike into the manufac« 
turing line, and we would, by this means, be- 
come a thriving and a flouriſhing people: 
whereas, if we proceed in the tract which we 
have hitherto followed, the over- grown capitals ' 

of the OY oy OY __ won with 
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that any accounts are not ſettled within the three tonths, they 
are all adjuſted, and bills taken for the balantes, between the 
i and 24th of December in every year, fo that at OS. 
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a longer eredit than our man ufacturers can af. 
ford to do, muſt ever induce them to purchaſe 
from them, and thus deſtroy every attempt we 
can make to render ourſelves either an induftri- 
ous or a wealthy people. | 
The honourable truſtees for filkeries, n manu- 
factures, and improvements have been emi- 
nently ſerviceable, by the encouragement which 
they have given to every branch of manufac- 
tures which has been eſtabliſhed among us; 
but, when conſidered as a people, we are cer- 
tainly deſtitute of that ſpirit of enterprize which 
is abſolutely neceſſary to render any eountry 
truly commercial. Were our nobility; and our 
men of the greateſt landed intereſt, poſſeſſed of 
this enterpriſing ſpirit for the good of their 


country; did they but conſider what-an additi- 


on would very ſoon be made to their rents by 


_ eſtabliſhing of manufacturing towns'upon their 
eſtates, they would certainly be induced, from 


- motives of intereſt; to give all the aſſiſtance in 
their power to ſchemes ſo ſalutary and ſo neceſ- 


ſary for the good of our country, and at the | 


ſame time ſo beneficlal to themſelves. Sir James 
Lowthef's family, by giving aſſiſtance to the 


coal and other trades at Whitehaven, increaſed 


their rents ſixteen thouſand pounds per annum; 


le noble family of Norfolk, by giving encou- 
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raxement to the cutlary buſineſs at Sheffield, 
has added to their income about twenty thou- 
{and pounds per annum; beſides. many other 
examples which might be given in England. 
The duke of Argyle, alone, in Scotland, has e- 
ſtabliſned a woollen manufactury at Inverary; 
and I hope his grace wy 125 to lee the good 
effects of it. 

Could a ſubſcription for fo Gall a ſum as 
four thouſand pounds per annum be brought 
about in North Britain, to continue for fifteen 
or twenty years, and was the application of 
this money to be entruſted to a ſet of men ver- 
ſed in manufacturies, for the purpoſe of intro- 
ducing the woollen and other manufactures, I 
am convinced that in a courſe of thirty or forty | 
years, we ſhould not only rival but excel Eng- 
land in a very great number of different ma- 
nufactures; our people would be prevented 
from emigrating to America, for they would 
then be able to earn their bread at home, and 
we would: ſoon become a rich ane. a happy

Nou W ages the Miete of our DOSY are Went 


to remembrance by the ſight of periſhable charters, and, 
by the deliberation of clerks, we have handed down ſome tranſ- 
actions of the Cumbrian nobility by theſe preſent mandates. 


In the region of Cumbria, ſituated partly in England, and 


partly in Scotland, the catholic faith firſt abounding and in- 
crealing in theſe countries, the nobles of the kingdom, and 


the chiefs of religion, cooperating with the king, have erected 
the church of Glaſgow 1 into the biſhopric of the Cumbrian. 


— to the honour * God and the bleſſed Mary, and 
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have confirmed it by proper decrees; according to the anclend 


religion of the holy fathers. This church, from theſe promif. 
ing beginnings, and clerical inſtitutions, likewiſe grew up in 
the knowledge of the holy faith, and, by the divine appoint · 


ment, admitted St. Kentigern into the biſhopric, who furniſhed 


large draughts of knowledge to thoſe thirſting after heavenly 
things, and adminiſtered ſpiritual food to the hungry, as became 
a faithful paſtor. But a fraudulent deſtroyer, employing his 
tommon wiles, and grieving that the above church continued 
long inviolate in the faith, brought in, after a long ſeries of 

time, unaccoiintable ſcandals into the Cumbrian church; for 
after St. Kentigern and many of his ſucceſſors, by their adhers 
ing to the holy religion; were removed to heaven, various diſ. 
turbances every where ariſing, not only deſtroyed the church 
and her poſſeſſions, but waſting the whole country, drove the 
inhabitants into exile; 'Theſe good men being deſtroyed, was 


rious ttihes, of different nations, flocking in from ſeveral-quar- 


ters, poſſeſſed the foreſaid deſerted country; but being of dif- 
ferent origins, and varying from each other in theit language 
and cuſtoms, and not eaſily agreeing among themſelves, they 


followed the manners of the Gentiles, rather than thoſe of the 


true faith. The inhabitants of which unhappy and abandoned 
country, though living like brutes, the Lord, who chuſes that 
none ſhould periſh, voucliſafed to viſit in mercy; for in the time 


of Henry king of England, Alexander then reiguing in Scot- | 


land, God ſent unto them David, brother · german to the fore- 
ſaid king of Scotland, as their prince and leader, to correct 
their ſcandalous and wicked practiees, and to check their abo- 


minable obſtinacy, by his greatneſy of mind, and by an iuſien · 


ible ſeverity. He being diſtinguiſhed for his plety, and pity- 
ing the miſerable ſtate of theſe irreligious people, influenced 
by heayen, in order to efface their erimes, by ſubjecting them 
to a paſtoral charge, of which they had been long deprivedy 


by advice and conſent of his nobles and clergy, made choice of 


ohn, a pious man, who had been entruſted with his education, 


and who had not in vain devoted his life to the ſervice of G, 
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to be their biſhop z but the biſhop upon knowing the bai 5 


of theſe unhappy people, and the multitude of their abominable 
ſins, being a good deal affrighted, had reſolved to go to Jeru- 
ſalem; but being, contrary to his. inclination, conſecrated by 


pope Paſchal, he would by no means delay entering upon this 


burthenſome charge, and being received with joy by the prince 


and the nobility of the kingdom, and by the hearty concyr- | 


rence of the commons, he diffuſed the goſpel throughout the 


| Cumbrian dioceſe, the holy Ghoſt powerfully aſſiſting him. 
But David prince of Cumberland, chiefly from his love of God, 


and partly from his regard for, and by the advice of his eler- 
gy⸗ cauſed make inquiry concerning the lands pertaining to 


the church of Glaſgow throughout all the provinces of Cum- 


bria, which were under his dominion and ſubjection, {for he 
was not ſuperior of all the country of Cumbria,) eagerly de · 
firing to leave with certainty to poſterity a reſtoration of thoſe 
poſſeſſions, which had formerly belonged to this church; he,

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JT" pleaſed, the Lord, in the deep of 5 e = over- 
ruling providence, fo to diſpoſe, that upon the 17th of 
June laſt 1652, being Thurſday, a little before two of the 


clocke in the afternoone, a ſudden and violent fire brake u 


within a narrow alley upon the eaſt fide of the ſtreet above the 


eroſſe, which, within a ſhort ſpace, burnt up fix allies of houſ- 


es, with diverſe conſiderable buildings upon the fore · ſtreet. 


5 And, While the inhabitants of the neighbouring places of the 


towne were flocked together for the removal of the goods that 
could be gotten from amongſt the fire, and hindering, ſo far as 


in them lay, the ſpreading of the ſame, the wind blowing from | 


the north-eaſt, carried ſuch. f parks of the flame as kindled, un- 
expectedly, ſome houſes on 18 weſt fide of the Saltmarket, 


Where the fire ſo ſpread, that it did over-run all from houſe to 


houſe, and conſumed, in ſome, few houres, what came in its 


way, not only. houſes, but goods alſo, both of the inhabitants 
of that {treet, and of others likewiſe, who, when the fire began 

upon them, had brought to that place theſe of their goods 4 
moveables which were gotten ſafe from the fire that firſt ſcized 


upon them. This fire, by the hand of God, was carried ſo 


from the one ſide of that ſtreet to the other, that it was totally 
conſumed on both ſides, and in it the faire, beſt, and moſt eon · 


ſiderable buildings i in the town, with all the hops and ware · 


houſes of the merchants which were therein, and from that 8 
ſtreet the flame was carried to the Tronegate, Gallowgate, 


and Bridgeſtreet· gate, in all which ſtreets a great many con- 
ſiderable houſes and buildings, with the beſt part of the move · 


ables and commodities of the inhabitants were burnt to aſhes. 


This fad diſpenſation from the hand of an angry God conti- 


nued near 1 houres, | before the peat violet W hs lire _ 
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began to abate ;/in this ſpace of time many of thoſe who were 
wealthy before, were extremely impoveriſhed ;'matiy merchants 
and others almoſt ruined z a very conſiderable number of wi- 
dowes, orphans, and honeſt families were brought to extreme 
miſery; the dwellings of almoſt a thouſand families were ut- 


 terly conſumed; and many of theſe who had a large patrimo- 


ny, and ofttimes had been a ſhelter to others in their ſtraits, 


had not themſelves a place to cover their head, or knew where- 
with to provide bread for them and their families. That which 


was preſerved from the violence of the fire being caſt out in the 
open ſtreet, and by frequent removings thereof from one place 
to another, and from that to a third, and from à third place | 
to a fourth, as the fire occaſioned, ſo that it was either taken 


away by ſtealth, which, in ſuch a confuſion, was inevitable, or in 


a great part ſo ſpoiled, that it was made utterly unprofitable. 
When ſome hundreds of families, in great, diſtreſs and wants, 
had, till the Saturday at night, laine in the open fields, and 
diverſe of them were beginning to get ſome ſhelter with ſuch 
of their neighbours as the Lord had ſpared, upon the Lord's 


day, betwixt ſeven and eight in the morning, the fire brake 


out anew in the north · ſide of the Tronegate, and continued 


burning violently till near twelve o'clock in the forenoon: this 
new and ſad ſtroke, upon the back of the other, not only de- 


ſtroyed diverſe dwelling houſes, and occaſioned: the pulling = 
downe of many. more, but it ſo terrified the whole inhabitants, 
that all carried out of their houſes what moveables they had, 
and took themſelyes againe, for ſome nights, to the open fields; 
and in this feare, and removing of their goods from their houſes 
to the ſtreets, and from the ftreets to the fields, the loſſe, by . 
ſtealing and ſpailing of goods, w. was very great to all; and di- 
verſe, on whom the fire uncxpeftedly nds were amade 
ruined, | 


As we deſire to Sadie the juſtice of the Lotd i in this 


terrible ſtroke, having miniſtred ſo much fewell to the fire of 


his indignation, that burnes ſo hot againſt the whole land, and 


| to mourge "we his heavy, diſpleaſure, that his further wrath 5 
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againſt us may, in his Son, be averted, ſo are we neceſſitated 
earneſtly to intreat for charitable and timely ſupply from our 
Chriſtian brethren and neighbours, whom we doe, in all hy- 
mility, requeſt, if there be any conſolation in Chriſt, if any 
comfort of love, if any fellowſhip of the Spirit, if any bowelz 
and mereies, that they would tenderly lay to heart and conſi- 
der the deſolate condition of the poore inhabitants of this af.
